SY DNEY, Australia 
(A P ) — 
W illi hall the world and half his 
t ar E ast trip behind him , Pope 
Paul VI becam e today the first 
E onian Catholic pontiff to visit 
A ustralia. Tens of thousands ap­ 
plauded as he rode 'jhrough po* 
lice cordons into Sydney. 
Prim e M inister John G. Gor­ 
ton w elcom ed the frail 73 year- 
old Pope at the Sydney airport, 
saying: “ Many of us have ad­ 
mired your fortitude in the e x ­ 
tensive travels you h iv e under­ 
taken in the old world and the 
new .” 
The 
sell proclaim ed 
“ apostle 
oil the m ove,” Pope Paul 
now 
has visited every continent dur­ 
ing his 7Va years in the Holy Sec 
cxeejrt A ntarctica. 
His arrival in Sydney followed 
a 
gruelling 
20 
hours 
during 
w hich he flew 5,000 m ites from 
M anila to Sam oa, m ade appear­ 
ances in A m erican Sam oa and 
the new independent nation 
of 
W estern Sam oa and then flew 
2,400

to

Crash Probed 


ANCHORAGE, A laska (A P )— 
A federal official sa y s the pilot 
o f a m ilitary charter plane has 
been unable to tell investigators 
w hat 
caused 
the 
DC8 je t to 
crash on takeoff, killing 47 of 
the 229 persons on board. 
“ The pilot doesn’t know w hat 
happened," said Rudolf K apus­ 
tin, 
who heads the eight-m an 
N ational Transportation Safety 
Board—NTSB—team 
in vestigat­ 
ing the F riday night crash.

definite term s.” 
Then there’s the bill which arrives 
practically on the day it's due. The FTC 
would forbid late-paym ent charges un­ 
less tin' statem ent was mailed at least 
21 days before deadline. 
And of particular value is the pro­ 
posed requirement that when the com ­ 
puter reels off unfavorable data on an 
individual for third parties, such as 
credit bureaus, it might sim ultaneously 
send the data and the nam es of the 
third parties to tile person whose rep­ 
utation is involved.
